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BRIDGE TO THE CURE UPDATE: EXCITING PROGRESS 


In their work on Bridge to the Cure supported projects, 
Dr. Calvin Carter and Dr. Julien Sebag are investigating 
innovative approaches to treating diabetes. Carter is 
taking the next step in attempting electromagnetic 

field treatments on larger animals after finding 


it had positive effects on diabetic mice. 


Meanwhile, Sebag is exploring new compounds 


that optimize insulin treatment.

EXPLORING LINKS TO POLLUTION 


Dr. James Ankrum is one of the investigators using 

a superfund NEIHS grant to explore environmental 
pollutants in relation to insulin resistance and diabetes. 
Polychlorinated biphenyls (PCBs) are a type of 
manmade chemical that can accumulate in fat tissue. 
The research will explore the connection between PCBs 
and metabolic syndrome, obesity, hypertension, type 2 
diabetes, and other conditions. 
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COLLABORATION FUELS FOEDRC EFFORTS 


Bhagirath Chaurasia, PhD, joined the Division of 
Endocrinology in October 2020. His lab is working 
to understand how excessive fats accumulate in 
various cells and tissues in obesity and how that 
leads to inflammation, 
worsening diabetes, 
and increased 
cardiovascular risks.

VA GRANT FUNDS PANCREATIC CELL RESEARCH 


Dr. Yumi Imai, who holds an endowed professorship 
from the FOEDRC, received a $710,000 VA Merit Award 
to continue her research of pancreatic cell function and 
failure in type 2 diabetes. The new grant will explore why 
type 2 diabetes impairs the regulation of lipid mobilization 
in order to identify a new target that will prevent beta cell 
failure and improve treatment of type 2 diabetes. 


LIVER FUNCTION 
REVIEW PUBLISHED 


Dr. Matthew Potthoff and Sharon 
Jensen-Cody’s review article, 
“Hepatokines and metabolism: 
Deciphering communication 
from the liver,’ was featured 
on the cover of Molecular 
Metabolism. In this review, the 
authors describe the growing 
list of hepatokines, their role 

in metabolic control, and their 
potential to be used as therapies 
for diabetes and obesity.

Dr. E. Dale Abel's research team 
published a paper in Nature 
Metabolism revealing that a 
ketogenic diet prevented heart 
failure in mice that mimic 
aspects of diabetic heart failure.

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DOKUN FOCUSES ON VASCULAR 
DISEASE AND DIABETES 


Years ago, during his clinical residency, 
Dr. Ayotunde Dokun—who holds the Verna Funke 
Fraternal Order of Eagles Diabetes Research Center 
Chair—learned that diabetic mortality was tied to 
cardiovascular problems. And while others study heart disease, 
Dokun focused on the vascular system, namely critical limb 
ischemia, a type of peripheral artery disease (PAD) that affects 
circulation in the tiny blood vessels of the legs. 


“Very little is known about diabetes and how it puts people at 
risk for PAD and limb amputation,” he says. “The critical limb 
ischemia mortality rate is incredibly high—higher than some 
cancers, and there is no medical treatment for it.”

“From our research, we know that diabetes alters the 
expression of a gene related to circulation.

The father of two is an avid 
gardener who finds peace in his yard. “Weeding is therapeutic. 
It’s just you and the wind and some shade, so you can just keep 
thinking and working.”
